Authorities investigating the mur- 
der of John C. Johnson, important 
State witness in the Kelley kidnap- 
ing case, turned their energies to-

Monroe (Blackie) Armes and 
John R. (Bab) Moran, East Side 
gangsters and gunmen, were in- 
dicted by the St. Louis County 
grand jury yesterday as the actual 
killers, Department of Justice 
agents having obtained information 
that Armes killed the Negro wit- 
ness with a sub-machine gun and 
that Moran drove the automobile 
in which they escaped. 

However, the investigators know, 
the Post-Dispatch has learned, that 
neither of them had any connection 
with the kidnaping; hence had no 
enmity against Johnson, no reason 
to kill him. Also, the investigators 
think, neither could have obtained 
untegistered Missouri automobile 
licénse plates from the St. Louis 
branch office of the Secretary of 
State, at Seventeenth and Locust

No one saw him jump, but a few 
minutes before a Negro laundress 
at work on the roof saw him there.

his presence as it is not unusual 
for tenants to go to the roof. It is 
surrounded by a four-foot parapet, 
which, it is presumed, Nathan 
climbed before fixing the blind- 
fold. 

B. G. Shackelford, principal of 
the Wade School, was standing on 
Maryland avenue within a few feet 
of the spot to which Nathan fell. 
Shackelford had just left his apart- 
ment in the same building. 

Nathan lived in an apartment on 
thefifth floor, with his wife and 
son, Arthur. The son said he knew 
no reason why his father should 
have taken his life. His father had 
not complained of any trouble and 
his only departure from his usual 
mode of life, the son sain, was that 
this morning he had not - eaten 


‘Since 1906 Nathan had been as- 
sistant supervisor of physical edu- 
cation. He was first employed by 
the School Board in 1893 as in- 
structor in physical education.

792-pound tuna was landed yester- 
day by Thomas Howell, Chicago, 
grain market operator, after a 62- 
hour tussle, said to be the long- 
est on record. This beat by 12 
pounds the local record-breaker 
caught off here with rod and line

The game fish hauled Howell’s 22- 
foot launch, for 200 miles before it 
surrendered. The yacht Thalia, 
owned by Howell, stood by during 
the struggle. 

At 11:30 a. m. Monday, just off 
Mersey Point, the tuna took the 
bait. The battle was on—through 
night and day—until 1:38 a. m. yes- 
terday, when the fish was gaffed. 
After the catch the Thalia returned 
to port here. 

Howell used an extremely fine 
36-thread tuna line, 550 yards long, 
and a 26-ounce hickory rod. Mrs, 
Howell and ThoOmas Howell Jr., 
were on the Thalia, manned by 
a crew of 20.

Several thousand persons 
were at Union Station to greet him 
after an absence of 41 days on his 
trip to outlying possessions and his 
journey across the United States 
from the West Coast. Secretaries 
Hull and Morgenthau were among 
the officials to greet him on his ar- 
rival. 

Among the matters demanding 
his urgent attention are the drouth, 
labor troubles, possible new courses 
for the NRA and AAA, Latin Amer- 
ican issues and preliminaries inci- 
dent to the 1935 naval arms con- 
ference. Others problems are re- 
ciprocal tariff negotiations, unem- 
ployment relief plans for next year, 
Government financing, monetary 
problems, and last but not least, 
political matters.

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‘SENSES INFLATION 
Banker Sees — ———— to 
‘Silver Crowd’—London 


- Puzzled—Estimates On 


Amount of Currency. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Presi- 
‘dent Roosevelt’s order taking pos- 
session of silver at a price of 50.01 
cents an ounce has brought forth 
'geactions ranging from joy to be- 
wilderment. 

Leaders of the “silver bloc” ex- 
press gratification. Senator Thomas 
(Dem.), Ok., predicts an interna- 
tional scrambie for silver that will 
force a world conference to draft 
a uniform world currency for ex- 
change purposes, He foresees a 
“new era of prosperity.” . 

Stocks and commodity markets 
sense inflation. Stocks rose $1 to 
more than $3 yesterday. The dollar 
dropped. Wheat, corn and cotton 
rose. Bonds sold off. 

Many observers say that the an- 
nouncement does not mean infla- 
tion. Treasury officials point out 
that silver certificates—for the 
present at least—will be issued only 
against .the actual cost of them to 
the Government, 50.01 cents an 
ounce. The amount of new cur- 
rency turned out thus will be rela- 
tively small. But estimates of the 
amount range from $25,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. 

That feelings are mixed in Wall 
street is indicated by one banker, 
who calls the “nationalization” 
move merely a concession to the 
“silver crowd” of “no great impor- 

tance.” 

* Miners Hope It May Go Higher. 

Around the famous silver lodes 
of the West, there is hope that 
silver may go up to its old-time 
price of $1.29. Senator Key Pitt- 
man haiis the order as a “process 
that will hasten the complete ab- 
sorption of the silver surplus.in the 
world.” 

The first reaction in London’s fi- 
nancial center is puzzlement. This 
is shared by the average American 
in the street, to whom. details of 
monetary theories are largely 
Greek. He has been speedily as- 
sured, though, that he can keep 
his silver watch and pocket money 
and that the Government has no 
intention of buying his wife’s 
spoons. 

Secretary Morgenthau said mere- 
ly: “We are going forward with 
our program of rehabilitation of 
gilver.” 

Seizing the silver by the right of 
eminent domain, the Government 
gays that all 
coined and industrial, must be 
turned into the Treasury within 90 
days. ‘The price is about half a 
cent higher than the figure quoted 
in the New York market yesterday.

Scientists Discuss Reason for Their 
Brilliant Light.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 10.—The 
annual Perseid meteors will flash 
across the sky tonight, tomorrow 
and Sunday, and there is a discus- 
sion whether their brilliant light is 
due to heat or a rare form of cold 
illumination. 

The old idea is that these meteors 
burn with a heat so intense that 
their flash is visible hundreds of 
miles. Astronomers have figured 
that something else, called radia- 
tion impact, may cause these 
flashes. This term means that col- 
lisions of air molecules with the 
front .of the meteor set up. the 
bright radiation. The perselds

NEW GOVERNMENT RULES 
FOR LABELING SPIRITS 


cohol Control Administration on 
Standards of. Identity. 
By. the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — . The 
Federal Alcohol Control Adminis- 
tration promulgated today a revised 
code of labeling requirements and 
standards of identity. 

For the labels, the FACA now de- 
‘mands: the brand name and the 
class and type of distilled spirits; 
name and address of distiller, recti- 
fier or importer or bottler if 
bottled by other than producer; the 
alcoholic content by proof, except 
for such specialties as ready mixed 
highbalis, fizzes, cordials and 


tents; a statement regarding any 
excessive coloring or flavoring ma- 
terial. 

Under the standards of identity, 
the FACA defines the newly-coined 
term “neutral whisky” in this 
fashion: 

“The distillate taken from the 
still at proofs between 160 and 190 
degrees and the higher proofs as 
taken from the still are expected to 
be commonly used for blending 
with straight whisky. . At the 
higher ranges of proof around 190 
degrees neutral ‘whisky becomes 
substantially the same as neutral 
Spirits derived from grain and is 
not materially improved by aging.” 

Neutral spirits, the FACA says, 
“are practically pure alcohol,” 
“But,” the administration adds, 
concerning neutral spirits, “when 
used as a blending material with 
straight whisky they are required 
to be derived solely from grain, 
i. €., must be pure grain alcohol.” 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
announced it had postponed indef- 
initely authorization for the use of 
wood alcohol as a denaturant in the 
formula for completely denatured 
‘alcohol.

1027 WEAPONS STOLEN 
FROM STATE ARMORIES 


Acting Attorney-General Tells 
of Thefts Since Jan. 1, 
| 1932. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — The 
underworld has stolen 1027 weap- 


ons—10 of them machine guns— 
and 23,110 rounds of ammunition 
from National Guard armories in 
29 states since Jan. 1, 1922. Wil- 
liam Stanley, acting Attorney-Gen- 
eral, said today. 

At the same time he disclosed 
that the Department of Justice has 
asked the War Department to pre- 
vail on state governors to end these 
thefts. 

Stanley said that the Federal ma- 
chine» gun law, which takes effect 
today, is intended to close firearms 
channels to the criminal. 

“The underworld will have to 
get guns in order to operate,” he 
said, adding that for that reason 
the Justice Department was anx- 
ious to end the raids on guard 
equipment—lent by the War De- 
partment. 

States Responsible for Weapons. 

Stanley told reporters: 

“We think the National Guard 
armories, as a whole, didn’t ap- 
preciate what was going on. “The 


amount of the losses has come to 


our attention in the last year in a 
study leading up to enactment of 
the machine gun bill. 

“We hope the people of the states 
will become interested in protect- 
ing the stocks of arms adequately.” 

Officials at National Guard head- 
quarters here said they had been 
co-operating with state officials to 
prevent the robberies. 

They said machine guns, rifles 
and pistols were lent by the War 
Department to guard units and it 
was the responsibility of state of- 
ficials to provide proper store- 
rooms. 

The new law imposes Federal li- 


| cense taxes On concerns engaged 


in the manufacture and-sale of 
sawed-off shotguns and machine 
guns. 

Machine Gun Agreement. 

The Department of Justice nego- 
tiated an agreement with machine 
gun manufacturers whereby they 
‘will inform the. President of pro- 
posed purchases of such weapons. 
The notice is turned over to the 
department for, investigation. If 


the department approves the sales j 


they are consummated. 

Figures made public by Stanley 
showed that of the stolen guns, 49 
were automatic rifles, 28 were oth- 
er high-powered rifles, and 940 
were pistols. ©. 

Two hundred and 30 of ‘the stol- 
en weapons and 1250 rounds of am- 
munition have: been recovered but 
no machine guns.

The’ committee, which includes 
eight Democratic Aldermen and 
four Republicans, approved seven 


tax measures yesterday estimated 
to yield $419,000 annually. The bills 
will be presented to the Board of 
Aldermen Aug. 20. 

The bills approved yesterday call 
for.the following taxes: 

. Five cents a foot on the track- 
‘age of all railroad companies, 
estimated to yield $264,000. The 
tax would be assessed only on 
‘that part of the company’s track- 
age within the city limits. 


Five per cent a year on the. 


gross income of natural gas com- 
panies, estimated to yield $50,000 

Five per cent a year on the 
gross income of telegramph com- 
panies, also estimated to yield 
$50,000. 

A tax yet to be determined on 
indoor and outdoor garages, es- 
timated to bring in $50,000 a year. 
They would be taxed on a square 
foot basis, but the amount of tax 
has not been determined. 

An annual tax of $100 on aerial 
transportation companies,  esti- 
mated to yield $500. 

A tax on assembly halls, based 
on seating capacity, estimated to 
yield $4000. 

Increase in the annual tax on 
carnival companies from $25 2~- 
month to $25 a week, estimated 
to bring in $500. 

The committee had previously 
recommended revenue ” measures, 
estimated to yield $250,000 a year, 
including assessments on football, 
baseball and softball games, adver- 
tising and other agents and on con- 
tractors. 


The committee also decided yes- | 


terday to write to heads of various 
city departments, asking them why 
certain tax measures now on the 
books have not been enforced. The 
members made particular reference 
to the tax of $1500 a year on manu- 
facturers of liquor and beer which 
Excise Commissioner Scullin has 
refrained from collecting in_ the 
hope that the Aldermen would pass 
a gallonage tax. Also, the commit- 
tee decided to ask President Igoe 


of the Police Board why he has 


not enforced a law providing that 
automobiles which are parked too 
long in the street must be recovered 
at a cost of $10 to the owner, and 
to License Collector Chapman ask- 
ing him why he has not collected 

a 2 per cent annual tax on cloth- 
—* contractors. Chapman told re- 
porters that most firms which 


might be classified as clothing con-. 


tractors pay taxes as merchants or 
manufacturers and it is difficult to 
prove that they are clothing con- 
tractors within the meaning of the 
ordinance. 

There was discussion of proposed 
taxes on-the gross income and ad- 
vertising income of daily newspa- 
pers, as provided in bills proposed 
by Alderman Slay of the Seventh 
Ward and Assistant City Counselor 
Burkhardt. Alderman Eilers (Rep.) 
said he thought newspapers were 
already paying large property as- 
sessments and should not be as- 
sessed any additional taxes. No de- 
cision was reached on these bills.

Illinois Convention. 


Roosevelt Policies Under- 
mine People’s Morale.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 10— 
Henry P. Fletcher, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, 
called on the country yesterday to 
give a “verdict on the New Deal’ 


on Nov. 6 In an address at the 
Republican State convention here, 
Fletcher branded the NRA a “badge 
of industrial servitude” and the 
farm program as a “tragic disap- 
pointment.” 

Fletcher accused the administra- 
tion of fruitless spending and 
charged it had launched “danger- 
ous experiments,” but he centered 
his attack on farm relief. Whiie 
building his party’s case against the 
administration, he put a new bird 
into the national political picture. 
lt was the “black crow.” He said: 

“Suppose, in order to ‘compel all 
farmers to come in under the AAA, 
it decided to ... decree that all 
those who do not paint a black 
crow on their barnyard gate will 
get no Government money. This 
may sound like a lot of political 
hooey, but it is no more fanciful 
than what has been done with the 
Blue Eagle—the badge of industrial 
servitude.” 

“NRA Strangles AAA.” 

He told the convention crowd 
that the farmer had _ suffered, 
rather than benefited, from the re- 
covery activities. “The New Deal's 
NRA,” he declared, “has strangled 
its AAA.” 

In keeping with his announced 
subject, “The New Deal and Amer- 
ican Ideals,” Chairman Fletcher 
charged that the Roosevelt program 
had done psychological damage to 
the country. He declared it had 
undermined “the morale of our 
people.” Saying that * ‘millions” are 


being “lured and seduced” into de 
“pending upon the Government for 


their livelihood, he added: “Amer- 
jean liberty ought not to be sold, 
even to one’s Government.” 
Admitting that farm prices had 
increased since May, 1933, when 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
became a law, Fletcher declared 
that the rise had been more than 
offset by a rise in the price of 
manufactured goods, and called the 
crop control program “thinly veiled 
Government control,” and “an alien 
principle.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Stirred. 
by critics who charge that ite pro- 
‘gram is throwing farm labor out

or ignored. The land-owner, it was 

arged, was not sharing his bene- 
fit check with the men who farmed 
the land, in accord with the terms 
of the curtailment contract he had 
signed with the Government. 

2000 Cases Inve 

The committee went from tcwn 
to town and State to State and 
altogether looked into 2000 cases 
in which complaint had been made. 
A majority of these cases were ad- 
justed, according to AAA officials 
—that is the land-owner agreed to 
pay the tenant his share of the re- 
duction benefit or restore him to 
his share of the farm or otherwise 
live up to the contract stipulations. 
In many other instances the share- 
cropper, faced with a committee of 
Government officials, admitted that 
perhaps he didn’t have a griev- 
ance. 

In all, only a little more than 
1 per cent of cotton curtailment 
contracts were revoked for refusal 
to comply with contract terms, AAA 
officials say. 

They add that the 2000 com- 
plaints investigated do not, by any 
means cover all that have come 
the Administration.

_. Payments and Relief. . 

While there has been as yet no 
attempt to discover a possible re- 
lationship between benefit pay- 
ments and the rise in the relief 
burden, an examination of the re- 
lief rolls shows that in those coun- 
ties in the cotton-growing states 
that received the largest benefit 
payments relief has increased three, 
four and five times in the course of 
the past pear. A cursory examina- 
tion would indicate that the rise 
has been more rapid than in those 
counties in which benefit payments 
were slight. 

Bolivar County in Mississippi, 
which up to Aug. 1 had received 
the largest total of reduction pay- 
ments of any county in that State, 
$380,394, spent for relief -in May, 
1933, $1838,-and in May, 1934, $48, 
311. In the same State, Sunflower 
County, which received $275,875 in 
benefits, spent $5668 for relief in 
May, 1933, and $32,325 in May of 
this year. 

Similarly, Falls County in Texas, 
which received $213,140 in benefits 
so far for this year’s cotton cur- 
tailment, spent $2992 for relief in 
May, 1933, and $8892 in May of 1934. 
Navarro County, which has got 
$254,965 in cotton benefits, spent 
$7735 for the first month and $16, 
507 for the same month a year 
later. 

The Situation in Missouri. 

Pemiscot County in Missouri, 
which has received thus far on the 
present year’s program $219,284 in 
benefits, paid: out for relief in May 
a year ago $1998 and this year in 
| May, $8632. Dunklin County in the 
same State, which has got $164,524 
for reducing its cotton, spent $2584 
a year ago May and $10,909 for the 
past May. 

Trent maintains that these fig- 
ures are not particularly significant 
since the rural relief problem is, in 
his opinion, augmented by two fac- 
tors. One is the return to the farm 
of many persons who left when in- 
dustry was booming in 1929. The 
other is the fact that the CWA paid 
higher relief wages than the real 
wages in Southern cotton fields, at- 
tracting numerous share-croppers 
and tenants who have, since the 
abandonment of CWA, now fallen 
onto relief. There are more people 
looking for farms in the South than 
there are farms, he says.

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Taxes on Motor Cars

T HE auto owner is getting tired of pay» 
ing 80 much in taxes, according to the 
American Automobile Association. His taxed 
auto, says the association, is propelled by 
taxed gasoline, lubricated by taxed oil, rolls 
on taxed tires and is fitted with taxed ao 
cessories. He is, says the association, the 
goat of the lawmakers who frame the taxes 
for his local, county, state and Federal gow 
ernments. @ 

The association demands that, beginning 
with the next fiscal year, the Federal Gov- 
ernment abolish all of the multitude of dis- 
criminatory taxes that it now levies against 
the man behind the steering wheel. It also 
recommends taat state governments cease 
diverting motorists’ taxes for purposes other 
than highways. 

The average auto in operation last year, ' 
thé association asserts, was worth only 
$160.94, and it cost the average motorist 3 
$51.29 in taxes. 

Federal taxes on gasolirfe, oil, autos ana @ y 
auto accessories and tires, and most other 
such excises, were levied in 1932 as part of 
the Hoover-Mille balance-the-budget drive, 
But the budget was never balanced. Since 
then, Congress has gone through two ses 
sions without removing the nuisance taxes. 
Instead, it enlarged the nuisance list und 
reduced taxes on all incomes up to $30,000 
a year. It nearly always happens that sales 
taxes, fastened upon the people in an emerg- 
ency, remain to plague the people long after 
more equitable taxes have been aboiished 
or reduced. 

To restore fairness to our taxing system, 
Congress should wipe out or curtail the so- 
called “painless” nuisance levies and enact 
laws that will raise whatever revenue the 
Government needs on the principle of ability 
to pay. Fortunately, a congressional sub- 
committee is now at work on that problem,

Cold, left-over roasts or chops 
should be chilled thoroughly, so 
that they may be cut into small, 
firm cubes about the size of the 
end of your finger. Often the meat 
will need extra salt, so sprinkle it 
with salt and let it stand while the 
vegetables are prepared. Bits of two 
or three kinds of meat, like cold 
pork chops and the end of the veal 
roast may be used together to lend 
variety in flavor. A bit of, ham 
and a small tin of canned chicken 
are, delicious together. 

If you’re making a large. quan- 
tity of chicken or veal salad for a 
club supper or party, and cook the 
meat especially for it, be careful 
not to over-cook it or it will be 
stringy and fall to pieces when you 
mix the salad. When it is just ten- 
der, let it cool thoroughly in the 
broiler and then cut it. for the 
salad. 

Bits of spicy cold sausage mixed 
with potatoes, macaroni or other 
mild vegetables or cereal give a 
different and satisfying combina- 
tion.

_... | Meat choose crisp, colorful and fla- 


vorful ones like celery, cucumbers, 
radishes and peppers. Soft cooked 
vegetables which become limp or 
watery when mixed with dressing 
are not so desirable. Pickles and 
olives, nuts and some tart fruits 
are good additions. 

A meat salad is apt to be too 
mild unless it is dressed with a ta- 
blespoon of lemon juice or is first 
marinated in French dressing for 
one-half hour. A Fronel dressing 
of cne part vinegar to four parts of 
salad oil, seasonéd with salt, red 
pepper and mustard finds its way 
all through the salad and seasons 
it to perfection. After the salad 
marinates, or stands, in this dress- 
ing for a little while it should be 
drained and mixed with mayon- 
naise.

Working Girl Must Have Ade- 
quate Meals to Provide 
Energy. 


Women who live alone—and how 
many there are nowadays!—it is 
said, often stint themselves in food: 
Usually they are working women, 
and maybe they don’t want to both- 
er with cooking for just one person. 
Maybe, after, buying the clothes 
they must have to keep up with 
their jobs, they haven’t enough in 
the pay envelope to cover room rent 
and adequate meals. Maybe they 
depend too much on the filling and 
fattening foods, although they are 
sitting or standing all day at their 
jobs, with very little exercise after- 
ward, Maybe they are-out of work. 
Whatever the reason, many of them 


sare living on a diet which may 


seem to be the cheapest they can 
find, or the most convenient, but 
which may be far short ‘of what. 
they need—a road to ill health, in| 
fact—besides making it hard to feel: 
up to the job at any time. 

The rules of good diet are the 
same, of course, for the wonfan ‘who 
lives alone as for the family woman 


or any other adult. Nobody should } 


forget this, say the nutrition experts 
of the Bureau of Home Economics 
of the U. 8, Department ‘of Agricul- 
ture. Like everybody else, she 
should have a certain variety of; 
foods, and enough, all told, to pro- 
vide nergy for the physicial activity 
her. job calls for, The more active 
she is, the more food she needs. But 
if she is to get the most food value 
for her money, she must know 
which foods will give that return.

Every dey—~Bresd,’ milk (as a 
drink or in soup, sauce or gravy, 
or in pudding), cereal (in porridge 
or pudding), potatoes and dt least 
one green or yellow vegetable, fruit 
or another vegetable. 

Two to four times a week—To- 
matoes, dried beans or peas, lean 
meat, fish, poultry, eggs or cheese. 

Five kinds of food appear in that 
guide, and all of us need them all: 
(1)Milk; <2) vegetables and fruits; 
(3) Bread and cereals; (4) Lean 
meat, fish, poultry, eggs or cheese; 
(5) Fats and sugars (contained in. 
other foods). If you are down to 
rock bottom, you can go longer on 
miik and cereal than on any other 
two foods, and you get more food 
values from milk alone than from 
any other one food. This means 
that milk is the best food to fill up 
gaps of any kinds—if you miss a 
meal, for instance, or are short of 
some particular kind of food. But 
it takes all five kinds to furnish 

l the different nutritive substances 
your body requires—substances 
which chemists call proteins, min- 


eral salts, vitamins, fats and carbo- — 


hydrates. The first three are build- 
ers of bone, blood, muscle. and dther 
body tissues, and keep the body in 
running order. The fats and carbo- 
hydrates (starch and sugar) pro- 
vide the warmth and energy to keep 
you going. 

And how much of each kind of 
food? The scientific way to tell 
that—too scientific for most of us— 
is to count the calories required 
from each kind of food. A short cut 
to. that is to watch your weight. 
Low-cost diets nécessarily run high 
in fattening foods, because it is 
among those you find the cheapest 
foods. The difficulty always is to 
get enough of the other, usually 
more expensive foods, to balance the 
cheaper and more fattening ones. 
If your weight is normal for your

E are back on a sort of silver 
basis. By order of the Presi- 
dent, except coins and fabri- 
cated articles, all silver in the Unit- 
ed States must be delivered to the 
Treasury, which will pay fifty and 
one-one hundredth cents per ounce. 
With gold selling at $35 an ounce, 
President Roosevelt’s price of sil- 
ver means 70 tol. But it creates a 
market for American silver, will 
probably make many enormous for- 
tunes, and it delights Wall street. 


As the President’s latest speech 
came in over the ticker, prices be- 
gan dropping, traders were dis- 
couraged. Then suddenly the wise 
ticker man interrupted the speech 
to spread the good news that all 
stocks of silver bullion in the coun- 
try could be sold to Uncle Sam for 
fifty and one-one hundredth cents 
an ounce. <All was joy, stocks 
boomed, men shook hands, told 
each other at last there will be 
money in circulation, 


Taxpayers need not shudder, 
they will not have to finance any- 
thing. The Government will take 
silver away from those that dig it 
up, or had it hoarded, and give 
them in exchange nice pieces of 
paper, silver certificates. Those cen- 
tificates will be good American dol- 
lars, good enough to buy anything 
in the United States, pay any debt 
or tax or tariff. 

The President’s wise and import- 
ant step shows he realizes the fun- 
damental trouble, lack of money in 
circulation. - 

Now that there is to be more 
money, heaven knows how much 
of it may be spent more freely. 


When the stock market closed, 
those “autumn leaves that. strew 
the brooks of Vallombrosa” were 
scarce compared with the “plus” 
signs on the Stock Exchange. On 
almost every line it was “plus, plus, 
plus.” Even utility stocks that 
have felt that they were playing 
the role of Uncle Tom, with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt with an extra big 
whip, playing Legree, lifted up their 
heads and smiled through their 
tears. 

The “silver tonic” had a wonder- 
ful effect. 

The question is, will the hundreds 
of millions of new silver paper dol- 
lars really get into general circu- 
lation, or will they sink deep into 
bank vaults to be held frozen in 
the sacred name of “liquidity?” 
Wise men that dread “inflation” 
must admit that for prosperity you 
must have money in circulation, 
just as you must have water in cir- 
culation, for fertility, blood in cir- 
culation if you want a body alive, 
instead of dead, and chips in circu- 
lation of you want to play a game 
that calls for chips. Dollars are 
the national chips.

F you know from past experience 
that you are going to have hay 
fever, you have one of five choices 
in the way of management. 

One, of course, is to lay in a 
good supply of handkerchiefs and 
just bear it, 

Second is to attempt to prevent 
the attack by use of vaccines of the 
pollens whieh are responsible. In 


a physician ‘early in the season, 
about June. He determines what 
pollen you are susceptible to. He 
does this by making solutions of 
the various pollens and injecting 


jor scratching them into the skin, 


The skin will react with a red, 
raised wheal to the one which 
causes the hay fever. Vaccines of 
‘this pollen are then made and 
given hypodermically for several 
weeks before the advent of the hay 
fever season. This is the simplest 
form of the vaccine treatment; in 
certain complicated cases more ex- 
tended—for instance, all year round 
treatment must be undertaken. 

Third is to take a vacation 
through the entire hay fever sea- 
son, and remove yourself to a cli- 
mate where the scourge rageth hot 
This course is, naturally, open to 
very few people. 

Fourth is the use of air filters or 
air conditioned rooms. A filter 
placed in a window can be con- 
structed so that it will remove all 
the pollen grains which come into 
the room. This, used in a bedroom, 
will give relief, according to experi- 
ments, in about 98 per cent of cases. 
The same thing put in an office 
window will assure both day and 
night relief, with only slight possi- 
bilities of discomfort while out- 
doors. 

The cost of these filters ranges 
from $34 up, so that they are really 
cheaper than a vacation or many 
other forms of treatment. 

Fifth, if none of these things can 
be arranged, a great deal of relief 
will come from using certain sub- 
stances in the eye and in the nose 
to keep down the irritation. Ordi- 
nary saturated boracic acid solution 
makes a good eye wash, and can be 
used freely also as a douche for the 
nose. Many people get relief from 
a preparation called  “estivin,” 
which is dropped in the eyes. Other 
remedies used in the same way are 
ephedrine, adrenalin and neosyne- 
phrin. When dropped in the eye, 
these solutions get to the nose

HIS hot. summer has stripped us . 


of most of our clothes, many of 
our social conventions, all our 
varfty, much of our modesty and 
a lot of our illusions, if we had 
any, about the human form divine. 


Dressing for dinner may once 
have been a formality observed by 
some people, but you now hear 
these same people boasting of how 
they undress for dinner as far 
as decency will allow. Dressing for 
sports—shorts, bare ‘legs, bare 
backs, have become almost a uni- 
form with women. But to observe 
how nearly naked people can go 
and remain within the laws against 
nudism, You have only to look in at 
one of the swimming pools. 

And has St. Louis gone amphibi- 
ous! Like all the rest of the coun- 
try. The 1930's are destined to go 
down in the annals of recreation 
as the swimming era, as the dec- 
ade beginning 1910 already is 
known as the dancing era. A writ- 
er in the magazine Fortune neatly 
reduces the nation-wide phenome- 
non to three causes: anatomical, 
physiological and technical. Under 
the heading anatomical he traces 
the evolution of the bathing’ suit. 
Devolution would be a better word, 
and there is such a word. When 
a woman’s swimming costume con- 
sisted of long sleeves, voluminous 
skirts, long stockings, bloomers and 
a foundation structure of steel, 
whalebone, stout cords and rein- 
forced canvas, all of which, water- 
soaked, weighed 10 to 15 pounds, 
no wonder the old girl never 
learned to swim. .Following old 
photographs one after another of 
these articles is seen to be discard- 
ed until now all that remains in 
most cases is a bib or brassiere and 
a pair of trunks for women, still 
less for men who discard the upper 
sections. Whatever may be said 
of the new bathing suits, they can- 
not be accused of impeding the 
movements of the fleetest and 
friskiest mtrmaid. This analyst 
does not trace the next step in their 
degeneration. For all practical 
purposes the bathing suit of today 
is revealing enough. 

Under the heading anatomical, he 
also considers sex. One reason 
swimming is doubly popular is be- 
cause it is a game women can play 
as well and maybe a little better 
than men. Men may not like mixed 
doubles at tennis or miixed four- 
somes at golf or ‘bridge, but_they 
have to acknowledge that at swim- 
ming women can be more than fair 
competitors.

The physiological reason for the 
rise of swimming is the new helio- 
therapy theory which has done 
away with ancient prejudices 
against baring one’s body ‘to the 
sun and swallowed up equally well 
entrenched prejudices against too 
much bathing. 

The technical reason is the Cevel- 
opment of an easier method of 
swimming. In the beginning the 
breast stroke a tiring and ineffi- 
cient movement, was standard. 
Then came the Australian crawl, re- 
ally learned from the Solomon Is- 
landers, as much at home in the 
water as upon land, improved ‘upon 
by Americans until now by this 
method almost anybody can learn 
to swim, And Johnny Weismuller 
employed it to break 52 world rec- 
ords and win three Olympic cham- 
pionships. 

St. Louis, situated at the farthest 
point inland, might be expected to 
lag at aquatic sports. But another 
influence is at work here. Our 
wéll-known ahd superior quality of 
heat drives us to seek relief in the 
water. If the old law of supply and 
demafid is working properly, 
although no figures on the bathing 
places seem to be available, a look 
around is convincing that St. Louis 
probably has more beaches along 
the rivers, more pools, public and 
private, more bathing facilities per 
capita than any other city. +

per-heated, summer has advanced 
us. We to .avoid pools, lakes 
and streams fed with spring water, 
being told the contrast between our 
very special degrees of temperature 
and really cold water was too dras- 
tic for our physical good. This sum-

the chief complaint is that we can’t 
find water cold enough. We hear 
that pools are like soup and the 
rivers simply stewing in the sun. 
For that reason the most popular 
swimming place heréabouts is a 
pool fed by a big spring, the water 
constantly flowing in and out, wa- 
ter said to possess mineral proper- 
ties, including sulphur, which 
makes it purer and more invigor- 
ating. It is a public pool, but that 
does not make any difference with 
the fastidious. Exclusive. country 
club and private pools are deserted 


in favor of this more exhilarating ,
